A Marvelous Balloon Ascent

The Largest Air-Ship Ever Used—Fitted Up 
with Electric Lights—A Study for Aerial 
Navigators, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 30.—A special dispatch to the 
Herald from Paris says, a balloon ascent of more 
than ordinary interest and importance took place 
last evening from the gas-works of La Villette, in 
the northeast quarter of Paris. It was made un- 
der the auspices of the Societe Francaise de Navi- 
gation Aerienne. The balloon is one of the larg- 
est ever made. It is the property ot mt de 
Dion and M. Rembielinsky. With these two gen- 
tlemen in the car were M. Franchette and M. Du 
Savuelle, meteorologists, all four being scientific 
amateurs devoted to the science of aerostation. 
The capacity of the balloon is 4,000 cubic meters 
and its weight 320 kilogrammes, the car 
weighing 180 kilogrammes. The balloon and 


its equipment presented several novel features 
of great interest and value to the study of aerial 
navigation. The principal of these is the inven- 
tion of the Comte De Dion himself. The balloon 
which has ve quittea the earth at La Villetteisa 
double bailood, so to — Over the ye agg f 
oiled silk of which the balloon proper is made, is 
a covering of white calico, which ae over its 
upper half. From this outer covertig a long fun- 
nel of olled silk extends downward and confiects 
with a ventilating machine attached to the out- 
side of the car, which, by 
TURNING A CRANK, 

sends a blast of cold air out of the funnel and un- 
derneath the outer layer. The object of this is 
to place a layer of cold air between 
the coverings which shall preserve the gas in the 
balloon from being unduly influenced by the rays 
of the sun. It was found shortly before the bal- 
loon was ready to rise that the funnel was too 
short by two or three yards, and the Count was 
fortunate enough to enlist the services of two or 
three ladies, whose ready needles and nimble 
fingers soon spliced an additional length of -fun- 
nel, Another novelty was the method of attaeh- 


ing 
THE CAR TO THE BALLOON, 

the cords being arranged ina scientific system of 
prin ager ae enabling the weight of the car to be 
equally distributed around its circumferenee 
and keeping it in a_ perfectly horizonta, 
position in spite of any shifting of weight within 
it. In nautical parlance the car would always be 
trimmed. The anchor itself was another novelty, 
consisting of a number of formidable lookin 

flukes, so arranged that they could not fall to hold, 
or at least carch on any obstacle which they might 
meet. It was attached to a powerful Nawser 
which itself weighs 120 kilogrammes. The anchor 
looks as if, with the vast balloon exerting its 
power above it, it could ; 

UPROOT A FOREST 
or unroof a house with ease, and as a matter of 
fact the engineer and meteorologist,M. du Sauvelle, 
informed me that the anchor and cable could re- 
sist a wind blowing with an energy of twenty-five 
metres a second. The car is of extremely neat 
basket work, light and yet strong. lt ig comforta- 
bly lined with padded gray American 
cloth with cane seats. Over the lockers at 
the east end itis oblong, and there was ample 
room for the four aeronauts, their .scientific in- 
struments, laid on a wicker table, and for the 
hampers of provisions with which the travelers 
areto make good cheer betwixt earth anda 
heaven. Two prize carrier pigeons completed 
THE LIVING FREIGHT 
of the car. They will be released to’ bear to the 


instru- 

‘the finest quality, and comprise a 
hydrometer for the measurement of the moisture or 
dryness of the atmesphere, a-psychrometer for 
measuring the tension of aqueous vapor, an 
anevroid barometer, and an extremely sensitive 
metallic thermometer. The scientific equipment 
of the bailoon was completed by some beautiful 

LITTLE ELECTRIC LIGHTS, 
with their complement of charged batteries, 
among them being 2 tiny electric 
bull’s-eye lantern, the rays of which 
might require attention. I must not forget the 
silver-plated speaking trumpet through which in 
due time a stentoriaa voice will announce to terri- 
fied peasants or a startled sea captain the pres- 
ence of the heaven descended visitors. The hour 
of ascending was fixed for 6:30 o’clock, but it wa 
fully three hours after that the great “wrigglin; 
serpent,” like a tube of oilskin, which had its tai 
in the gasometer, and its mouth in the aperture of 
tne balloon,breathed its last gazeous sigh and col- 
lapsed. The operation of inflating was watched 
with the greatest interest by afew friends of the 
aeronauts and 
A SMALL CROWD 

of spectators, mainly composed of employees of 
the gas-works and their families, outside the 
gates, and perched on the walls were some scores 
of LaVilletians gazing atthe busy scene within. 
Gradually as darkness began to set in the vast, 
prostrate form of the balloon began w rise 
from the ground and assume a familiar shape as 
the panting tube filled it with gas. Soon the word 
was given to move the car to its place beneath 
the balloon. Twenty sturdy fellows carried it off. 
The great soaring’ bag now upright was firmly 
held down by bags of sand attached to a knot in 
the stay robes by brass hooks and the car was 
fastened to the network and loaded. The critical 
mument has now arrived—the gradual loosening 
of the ties which confined the balloon. This op- 
eration was conducted under command of the 


Count. At 
THE WORD OF COMMAND 
the ring of men _ surrounding ‘the balloon 
shifted the sand bags to successive knots 
in the ropes’ simultaneously, and_ the 
balloon rose foot by foot until the net work felt 
the tension of the car. All the aeronauts now en- 
tered the car and exchanged a shake hand with 
their friends. It was now nearly 10 o'clock and 
the scene became one of intense interest and 
wierdness. Its arrangement was in coneentric 
circles; in the middle was the car with its human 
and scientific freight as yet resting on the earth ; 
next was the riug of men standing by the san 
bags; outside them was a silent circle of specta- 
tors; above all was the vast mass of the balloon, 
; cag ah Se . 

ainst the night sky. e sand bags are now 
enioosed and the men grasp the edge of the car 
itself. The balloon is still captive. The Count or- 
ders the men to move a few yardsto the west- 
ward to give the balioon more play in rising. It 
isdone. iInanother moment the strong hands 
have let gotheir hold. Thereisa ery of “au re- 
voir,” and with a gentle majestic motion the bal- 
loon rises sWift and silent into the air. Fora few 
moments wecan see the flicker of the e c 
lights and the snow white caps. Then gradually 
the balloon, borne on a southwest wind, grows 
dim and presently Vanishes into thesky. The 
pigeons will bring us news from it to-morrow 
night, perhaps.from the Rhine.

- WAVES CAUGHT HIM. 
Startled Cries for Help Ring Over the 
Breakers.

ATLANTIC City, N. J., July 30.—Soon after 
noon yesterday while a Philadelphia merchant 
named Gleason and his brother were in bathing 
near the Grand Pier, the crowds of lookers were 
startied by acry for help. The two Gleasons 
were struggling in the surf about a hundred yards 
from the beach.

DROWNED ON SUNDAY. 


A Merchant Disregards a Bathing Master's 
Advice’and is Drowned.

NEw YorxK, July 30.—Samuel Pollock of 55 
Eighty-thira street, a member of the firm of Pollock 
& Co., dry goods merchants, Montgomery, Ala., 
was drowned yesterday at Long Branch. He, his 
wife and four children were bathing opposite the 
Hotel Brighton. His wife was on shore, and after 
leading the children out of the water, he returned 
alone and swam out some distance, disregarding 
the bathing master’s warning.

The two 
seized Mr. Pollock, but could do nothing against 
the strong current. After struggling for some 
minutes both men became exhausted and were 
compelled to loose their holdon Mr. Pollock in 
order to save their own lives. Mr. Pollock sank 
and was e¢arried out by the current. Lovell and 
Emmons barely escaped drowning and were com-

“Warrants Sworn Out Against Vio- 
lators of the Sunday Law, 


Newspaper Proprietors to be Prosecuted 
—A Long List of Saloon Men—How 
Sunday was Observed in St. Louis— 
First Enforcement of the Sunday Laws 
--Sabbath-Breakers,

At midnight on Saturday the police began the 
work of taking notes of violations of the Sunday 
law and continued it until 11 o’clock last night, 
by which hour information’ was in the hands of 
the police captains against 601 saloons, 86 grocers, 
15 brewers, 12 street-car companies, 12 manu- 
facturing establishments, 9 cigar dealers, 7 
barbers, 7 livery stables, 5 express companies, 4 
fruit dealers, 4 confectioners, 5 daily newspapers, 
2 base-ball parks, 1 theater and 15 miscellaneous 
businesses, oue of which was the bridge company, 
The observance of the law was more general than 
it was supposed it would be after. the saloon-keep- 
ers had made their defiant declaration on Friday 
afternoon. At that meeting there were 1,400 saloon- 
keepers present, and it was resolyed to Keep open 
without a dissenting vote.. Expulsion from the 
association wasthe penalty fer closing. Sober, 
second thought took possession of a majority of 
the dramshop-keepers on Saturday, and were it 
not that the brewers’ association came forward on 
Saturday afternoon and declared their willingness 
to withstand the expenses of the defense of any 


saloon-keeper who would keep open and sell beer 
and wine only, there would not have been over 
900 saloons, out of 1,750, open. IJtis the intention 
of the brewers to claim that 

THE LAW OF 1857, 
under which the sale of refreshments, other than 
alcoholic drinks, is permitted on a Sunday, fs still 
in foree, being a special law, and therefore not 
subject to repeal by a general law. 

As much will be heard of this Jaw during the 
forthcoming litigation, it is republished here: 

“Section 1. That the corporate authorities of 
the different cities in the county of St. Louis shall 
have the power, Whenever a majority of the legal 
voters of the respective cities In said county au- 
thorize them so to do, to grant permission for the 
opening of any establishment or establishments 
within the corporate limits of said cities for the 
sale of refreshments of any kind (distilled liquors 
excepted) on any day in the week. 

“Sec, 2, Any person who shall on Sunday sell 
or offer for sale within the corporate limits of said 
cities any distilled hquors shall be punished by 
fine of not jess than $10 nor more than 350. 

“Bee. 3. The provisions of the first section of 
this act shali not be construed as authorizing the 
gale of ardent spirits on any day mentioned ex- 
cept as now by law provided.” 

The constitutionality of this act was confirmed 
in 1865, and lager beer was declared a refresh- 
ment within the meaning of this act. 

CITY COUNSELLOR BELL 
stated this moruing that there is no question at 
all but that the Jaw was repealed when the new 
State Constitutfn and the Seheme and Charter 
was adopted. The Constitutionjin authorizing the 
bew cuarter said: * * “Ana if a majority 
of such qualified voters voting at’ such election 
shail ratity such seheme and charter, then such 
scheme shall become the organic law of the coun- 
ty and city, and atthe end of sixty days therealt- 
er shall take the place of and supercede the char- 
ter of St. Louis, and ali amendments thereof, and 
all special laws relating to St. Louis county incon- 
sistent with such seheme.” 

The plea is simply raised as a shibboleth on 
whiclrto hang delay, and keep the matter drag- 
ging in the courts. 

ANOTHER MISTAKE 

of the suloon-keepers is the be- 
lief that violation of the Sunday 
law, cannot be visited by a forfeiture of 
the Hcense under which they are iow operating. 
They nave been told that, as their licenses were 
not laned under the ihe law, the penalty of 
forfeiture does not assert itself until next Sep- 
tember, when the new licenses are issued. Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Claiborne, however, calls 
attention to the fact ‘that the forfeiture 
clause is by no means new. The Revised 
Statutes of 1879 contain the following 
section, seeeniagety tee open on Sunday: “Any 
person havinga license as a dram-shop keeper 
who sball keep open such dram-shop, or shali sell, 
give away, or otherwise dispose of or suffer the 
saine to be done upon or about his premises, any 
intoxicating liquors in any quantity, on the first 
day of the week. commonly called Sunday, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, inaddition to the penaity 
now provided bylaw, forfeit such license, and 
shall not be aliowed to obtain a license to keep a 
a tl a for the termof two years next there- 
alter.’ 

“it would seem,” said Col. Claiborne, “that the 
saloon men have been badly advised, and I don’t 
see how a forfeiture of the license of any one of 
the 660 dramshop-Keepers reported to me can be 
prevented ip the event of a conviction.” 

HOW THE POLICE PROCEEDED. 

Commencing at midnight on Saturday, each po- 
liceman walked over bis beat and, on observing a 
Violation of the law, made a simple memorandum 
of the hume, business and location. These were 
subsequently written out as reports to the ser- 
eeants, Who, on their rounds, gathered them and 
look them to the captain of each district. The 
hame, business and location, was then filled by 
the capiain into a large blank addressed to the 
Prosecuting Attorney of the Court of Criminal 
Correction, like this: “Emil Bessehl, 8 North 
Filth street, keeping open dramshop.” 

HOW THE LAW WAS OBSERVED. 

Those saloon-keepers who haa determined 
to obey the law closed promptly at 
midnight Saturday. Faust’s, Froebel’s (the mon- 
Key’s), and DBesseui’s beer saloons were the only 
places down town that did not close, and after 
midnight nothing but beer or wine could be pur- 
chased, Such places as Tom Allen’s, Tom Kelly’s, 
Jack Looney’s were the first to close. On Fitth 
street, where tle saloons were open, drinking 
Was kept up until 3 o’elock in the morning, 
The Market street crowd almost took possession 
of Froebel’s place, and he was forced to close his 
doors for the first time in years. When 
daylight came it was learned that the observance 
of the law had been quite general. Out of a total 
in the city of 1,131 groceries but eighty-six of them 
were found open. The barbers, who have long 
waited for an opportunity to close on Sunday 
obeyed the order wtth singular promptness, anc 
out of 312 shops but seven were found open. The 
news-ieaiers closed to @& -man, and much 
annoyance was felt by people who were 
thus deprived of their usual Sunday 
pabulum., The down town railway ticket offices 
were all open as usual, except the Vandalia, O. & 
M., and the St. Louis and Cairo, Every brewery 
in the city run in full blast, and the newspaper's 
transacted business as usual. There were not so 
nog ! newsboys as usual making the early mori , 
ing hideous in the resident districts. The cigar 
men seemed to have agreed unanimously to close 
down. This extended to the hotel 
stands. The express companies did business 
as usual, and warrants will be 
issued against them all. The sad-eyed Fopiano 
closed his fruit stall under the impression that 
Magoogin would, bear him off to torture should he 
refuse. The base-ball park was open as usual 
and an audience of two thousand witnessed the 
match between the Riversides of Evansville and 
the Grand Avenues, drinking beer the meanwhile. 
Allthe beer-gardens did a land-office business 
afternoon and night, The usual concert at 
the Fair grounds was dispensed with, the Bar- 
racks band preferring not to run the risk of 
prosecttion. Information was filed against Pos- 
tlewaite’s band for playing at Anthony & Kuhn’s 
garden, and the question, is a musician a laborer 
will come up before the court.

SWALLOWED UP. —

An Italian City Destroyed by an 
Earthquake, 


The Number of Dead Estimated at 2,000 

~1,000 Persons also Injured—An Awful 
- Gatastrophe — The” Cholera — Foreign 
News. 


. 


RoMeE, July 30.—At half-past 9 o’clock on 
Saturday night the town of Casamieciola, at the 
foot of Mount Epomeo, near Naples, was almost 
totally destroyed by an earthquake. Forio and 
Laceeameno, neighboring towns, were greatly 
damaged. These towns are situated on the island 


af Naples. It is estymated that 3,000 people in 
Casamicciola perished, and that 800 others were 
injured. Aj half-past 9 o’clock most of the peo- 
ple were at the theater—-a wooden structure— 
whioh was literally torn open, allowing the audi- 
ence to escape. The Hotel Picciola Sentinella 
sank into the earth and buried many inmates. 
All the other hotels in the place were wrecked. 
The center of the area of the shock was the same 
as that of two years ago, but the radius was wider. 
The guound opened in many places,while in others 
there was no movement. The shock was accom- 
panied by deafening nolse. A dense cloud of 
dust filled the aiv. It is estimatea that there 
were on the island 2,000 visitors, including many 
wealthy Roman and Neapolitan families and sev- 
eral deputies taking the baths there, None of the 
dispatches mention any American names among 
the killed or wounded.. As soon as the first con- 
fusion resulting from the earthquake had subsided 
the people rushed for the sea and seized upon every 


boat and floating thing in their madness to es- 
cape. The dead are fearfully mutilated. In 
some cases corpses are peneuy. discernible 
through the ruins, but they cannet be extricated. 
It is surmised t: at some persons are still alive 
in the cellarex, The Bishop of CasamicciolA, Don 
Felipani cf Rome, and the Prefect of Cauliaent, 
are reported among the dead. Many Romans 
having Villas at Ischia, are known to have been 
lost. Among the dead are Prof. Palmer, Baron- 
ess Ditiseis, Commander Zapputi, tie 
wives and children of Signors Cecere, 
Sicjlini, Ali and Martano. It Is thought 
that the Marchioness Pacca Lawratt is among the 
dead. The Engst chaplain lost one child. 
Mr, Green and wife are among the Killed at the 
Hotel Picciola. At the town of Javie churches 
were ruiued, but no one was killed. At Serrara 
fifteen men were killed. Troops recovered the 
body ot Fiorentine, Prefectof Lassaire. Many of 
the injured were taken to the hospitals In Naples 
and are being treated there, 
NUMBER OF THE DEAD AND INJURED, 

LONDON, July 30.—A dispatch from Naples, 
just received, says: “lt is now stated thatthe 
number of persons killed by the earthquake on 
the Island of Ischia on Saturday night was 2,000, 
and the number of wounded 1,000. 

A SCIENTIST’S® OPINION. 

NAPLES, July 30.—Prof. Palmieri, the director 
of the Meteorological Observatory on Mount Ve- 
suvius, states that the disaster on the Island of 
Ischia on Saturday night was not due to an earth- 
quike, but toa subsidence of the ground. The 
ecenes here occasioned bv the accident are heart- 
rending. The hospitals are @rowded with the 
wounded strvivors and the dead. Houses are 
filled with the bodies of the victims. The bodies 
of several Neapolitan ladies have been recovered 
from the ruins. Five houses remain standing at 
Casumicciola,

ean be heard coming from the ruins, The sappers 
are hard at work endveaoring Ww rescue persons 
still alive. The boats from the island are fillea 
with dead bodies arriving bere constantly.

Many women and children were among the vic- 
tims of the earthquake at Ischia. Fifty wooden 
huts will be built immediately for the accommoda- 
tion of the survivors. The municipal authorities of 
Naples are sending relief to the island and doing 
all in their power to alleviate the distress of the 
people.» The most of the corpses recovered are so 
discgiored by dirt that even after they have been 
washed the features are unrecognizable. All the 
members of the police at Casamicciola are killed. 
A boat has arrived. from Naples coutaining the 
bodies of twenty-four infants. A few persons 
were taken from tueruins alive last evening. 
Eight hendred more troops went to the scene of 
disaster last uight. 

ISCHIA, oe || 
with the residue of the Italian volcanic islands, 
has been subjeet to more or less of subterranean 
disturbances for centuries, ever aud anon causing 
the old blue bay to hurl its angry billows on the 
curiously indented coast-line. 

The little island, whose area is only about 26 
square miles, and whose circumference will har«l 
measure 19 miles, is singularly dotted with vol- 
canie cones. Beautifyl scenery stretches through 
the narrow: valleys between these cones, and a 
luxuriapt and almost tropical vegetation flour- 
ishes during many mouths of the year. It has also 
attracted considerable attention because of its 
minera! springs and sand baths, said to be among 
the most beneficial in Europe, and has been for 

ears aresort for important folks. The peculiar 
insular and eccentric geographical situation of 
the island has added much to the strong idiosyn- 
eracies of the inhabitants, the majority of which 
areeither fishermen or farmers, The voicanic 
outbreak of March, 1881, oveasioned a terrible 
loss of life.

ventors were usually converted into gods. Osiris, 
who taught Egypt the use of the plow, the art of 
farming, was worshiped in the stately temples 
of Thebes and Memphis. Isis, his wife," discov-

with him. Her priests abstaimed from wine and 


all animat food, her festival was celebrated by a 
gzenral illumination along the Nile, and the vener- 


able pair were held in high esteem by countless 


generations of farmers.

If we do we will often find that our torefath- 
ers lacked nothing but a tor showing 
themselves as mechanically ingenious as our- 
selves. The seed was good but the soil was un- 
prepared, and thus many a great idea was lost to 
them and to their generation to fructify in a later 


day. 
Disraeli, in his “Curiosities of Literature,” says 
that the Romans were acquainted with printing, 


. but abstained .from using it for fear that know}- 


edge would become too common, and that the peo- 
ple. imbued with cotumon notions of science and 
bg would resist a government of the aristoc- 
y. 

hero, of Alexandria, invented a small sphere 
which was moved by steam, generated froma 
heated boiler, and the history of great inventions 
shows us that most of the great discoveries have 
been subject.to the commou law of alternate de- 
cadence and revival, sometimes sinking into neg- 
lect and obscurity and Agee rising into promi- 
nence and popularity. No wonder Solomon ex- 
claimed three thousand years ago “There is noth- 
ing new under the sun, for the thing that hath 
been is that which shall be, and that which is 
done that which shall be done.”

Acupuncture was Known to the “angesthens | 


the ancients Kkuew far more about anewstheres 
than. our plvsicians did up to t last 
thirty or forty years, Hahnemann ts regarde¥ as 
the founder of homeopathy, and yet Paracelsus 
taught that “like should be treated by e, since 
like attracts like.” Avicenna, too, was ahead of 
the German doctor in a fundamental principle of 
homeopathy, for he treated diseases by adininis- 
tering infinitesimal doses of medicine. Descartes 
killed himself from a too rigid adhberenceto the

The Discord Created by a Criticism of the 
Lafayette Park Orchestra. 


eo Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


nder the caption of “No Place for a String 


Bahd,” there recently appeared in your paper a com- 
munication signed “A Lafayette Park Young Man,” 
to which we feel ita duty to reply, in justice to 
the parties indirectly attacked and in the interest 
of the elevation of musicin our city. The com- 
munication in question takes the position that it 
was a mistake upon the part of the Park Com- 
missioners to substutute a string band for the reed 


band which in former years furnished the park 
music. Itsays: “In former years Vogel's reed 
band discoursed sweet strains, and it was a nota- 
ble fact that the melody could be heard even in 
the remotest parts of the park. Yesterday, and 
at the three preceding concerts, the music of the 
orchestra was inaudible to any one sitting fifty 
feet from the pavilion.’’ The first thing that 
strikes us is that the “‘Lafayette Park Young 
Man” needs the services ot an auristif he eould 
not hear the music at a distance of fifty feet from 
the pavilion. He however either does not knaw 
what he is talking about, or  wWill- 
fully misrepresents facts when he _  8states 
that “it is a notable fact that the 
melody (of the reed band) would be heard even in 
the remotest parts of the park” in fermer years. 
Asamatter of faet, not even a steam callio 
could play a melody so that it coulda be distinctly 
heara through the thick ;foliage of the trees in ail 
parts of the park, much less the “sweet strains,” 
over which the young man raves. But the in- 
herent absurdity of the statement becomes ap- 
parent to even the most ignorant, if it be remem- 
vered that in a reed band the melody ts generally 
carried by the wood-wind, clarionet, flute, piccolo, 
etc., and that these self-same instruments perform 
the self-same office in the string orchestra which 
is now playing at Lafayette Park. 

A little further on the same sapient critic says: 
“From a musical standpoint, a string bandis al- 
together out of place for an open-air concert. A 
brass band is too harsh. A reed band has been 
found to give the best satisfaction, as the success 
and reputation of former park concerts prove.” 
The Post-DIsPATCH, to keep up its reputation 
for enterprise, should have telegraphed this in- 
formation all over the world. They do not pos- 
sess it in -Paris, where all the better 
class of open-air concerts are given by 
string orchestras; they have not discovered It in 
Vieuna, nor in Berlin, norin Munich, where they 
make fools of themselves by using string orches- 
tras for all good out-dour entertainments. They 
are in the dar« in reference to this important mu- 
sical question at all the fashionable waterin 
laces in this country, with the exception o 
‘oney Island, and even there they did not aban- 
don the strings for brass dn the grounds suggested 
by the Lafayette park young man, but because it 
was found that only a military band could com- 
yete with the music of the “much-sounding sea.” 
Dur Cincinnati neighbors are also wofully benind 
the times. When a reed band plays on the 
heights, admission is free; when Brand’s strin 
orenestea plays there, they charge fifty cents, an 
the Porkopplitansare silly enough to pay their halt 
dollar to hearin the open air the kind of band 
which the Lafayette park Aristarchus has 
condemned ex cathedra. Could you not 
hire. the youth on your missionary force 
and start him out reachin his new 
musical gospel to every nation, baptising them in 
the name of Vogel, reed bands and musical retro- 
gression?

“mashers and dudes’ who go to the concerts, not 
to hear but *“‘to see and be seen,”’ were under the 
impression, until we had read the communication 
in question, that a great step tn advance had peen 
taken by the Park Commissioners when they had 
given Lafayette Park a refined orchestra in the 
stead of a vulgar reed band.

What the Merchants and Business Men 

Think of Yesterday’s Enforcement of 

the Law—Some Interesting Interviews. 


The enforcement of the Sunday closing law was 
much talkea about on ’Change this morning. 
‘The members gathered in knots in several places 
to discuss it before the morning call was opened. 
The conversation in most cases was made up of 
the curious incidents of the day, rather than of 
ahy discussion of tlie merits of the system itself. 
A Post-DISPATCH reporter, who went on the 
ffoor to gather the sentiment of the members, 
found a number of them unwilling to say much 
upon the subject just yet. 

Several gentlemen stated that they had not yet 
made up their minds and wanted to see moro of 
the miatter before they expressed themselves 
about it. 

MR. MICHAEL M’ENNIS 
was stopped and asked: 

“What do you think of the Sunday law, after its 
first trial?’’ 

“Well, I have always béen opposed to pronib- 
tory laws of all kinds. But ’min favor of any 
law which will F agian the selling of liquor to 
minors, on Sunday or any other day. I wish it 
could pe stoppea on every day in the week. If it 
cannot, then to have this thing cease on Sunday 
is part of a good thing. Close the saloons to nil- 
nors on whatever day you can.” 

MR. J, C. EWALD 

said: ‘As far as I am concerned I do not care 
whether the law-is enforced or not, It makes no 
difference to me. The only inconvenience it 
put me to was that found I 
could not purehase a_ cigar in the 
drug stores in my neighporhood, which was, of 
course, an annoyance. I like a quiet Sunday and 
1 think that a little more rest would not do most 
of us any harm.” 

“Do vou think the enforcement of the law can 
be continued?” 

“T searcely think so. It willbe an exceedingly 
difficult matter in a large town like this. But 
about that matter we can wait and see. 

WEB M. SAMUEL 

said: “Llike to see Sunday a quiet day, because 
L think that isthe proper thing. But I have not 
fet made up my mind apout the Sunday 
aw. There are one oor two  bvboluts 
about which I am_ not yet satisfied. 
Different people have aifferent idéas abytt the 
proper observance of the Sabbatn, growing °Ut of 
their religious belief, etc. There are personS WhO 
believe that itis wrong to reada paper on SUn- 
day, or take a drive in the Park.

The Attorney-General Petitions for a Quo 
Warranto to Restrain Them from Manu- 
facturing Gas for Illuminating Purposes— 


The Document in Full—What the Attorney 
Says—An Earnest Conflict Impending. 


The first gun in the fight of the St. Louls Gas 
Light Company upon the Water Gas Company, 
was.fired in Judge Bareciay’s division of the Cir- 
cuit Court this morning when Mr. R. 8. McDon- 
ald, on behalf of Attorney-General McIntyre, pre 
sented tothe court the following petition for a 
quo warranto against the Water Gas Company to 
show cause w hy they should not be restrained from 


mainulacturing and vending gas for illuminatin 
par pos Within the corporate limits of the city 

‘The State of Missouri upon the information of 
D.H. Melutyre, Attorney-General of said State, 
versus Thomas Howard, Fred. Schickle, Jon W. 
fiairison and Henry M. Post and the St. Louis 
Gas, Heat and Power Company. 

“And now comes the State of Missouri, by D, H. 
Mclatyre,its Attorney-General.and givesthe court 
to understand aud be informed that here- 
tofore, to-wit ou or about the eighth of 
April, A. D. 1880, the defendants, Thomas Howard, 
Fred Schickie, John W. Harrison and H. M. Post 
and their associates, successors and assigns, 
were granted the right and privilege of laying 
pipes, with all hecessary and proper attachments 
and fixtures, below the surface of any of the pub- 
lic streets and alleys and highways within the 
corporate limits of the city of St. Louis for the 
purpose of heating Pa and private buildings 
upou the terms and conditions of an ordinance 
No. 11.358, entitled ‘An ordinance authorizing 
Thomas Howard ana others to lay pipes in streets 
and alleys for heating purposes, approved April 
8, A. UL. 1880.’ That after wards, to-wit: on the 
2ist day of May, A. D. 1880, the said defendants 
last above mentioned, executed and acknowleaged 
a Certain pretended article of agreemeut of incor- 
poration and had the same duly recorded in the 

vecorder’s office of the city of St. Louis, and that 
on or about the 30th day of May, 1880, 
there was issued, based upon said alleged 
articles of incorporation and the recording 
thereof by the Secretary of the State of Missouri, 
a certificace of the corporate existence of saia de- 
fendants. Plaintiff further states that by 
the seventh article of said = articlés 
of agreement the ostensible purpuse 
for which said corporation was formed was 
to furnish, within the corporate limits of the city 
of Si.

sign caused the said St. Louis Heat ann Power 
Furnishing Company, on or about the 3d day of 
February, 1883, to change the name of said cor- 
poration to that of the St, Louis Gas, Heat 
and Power Company, and that said detendants 
are how exercising the rights and privileges of 
manufacturing aud selling gas for illuminating 
purposes, and of furnishing gas for iliuminatin 
purposes to public aud private buildings in sai 
city of St. Louis, and that said defendants are in 
open Violation of law in usurping and {utruding 
into franchises and rights not embraced or 
contemplated by said ordinance numbered 11,358 
ll S410 articies of incorporation and the said cer- 
tificate issued by the Secretary of State as aforesaid 
based thereon; that said defendants in carrying 
ou the business of a gas-lighi company and man- 
ufacturing aud vending gas for illumibating pur- 
poses are mnisusing the privileges and franchises 
granted to said defendants, and that said acts of 
said defendants were and are in fraud of and an 
evasion and violation of the statute law of the 
State and an. illegal misusing and _ usur- 
pation of the franchise thereof. Wherefore 
the State of Missouri, by its Attorney-General, 
asks that said defendants be ruied to show by 
what authority they claimto act as a gaslight 
company, and by What authority they exercise 
the franchises thereof, and by what authority they 
mauutacture, sell and furnish gas for illuminat- 
ing@ purposes to public an private build- 
ings. in the city of §t. Louis, and 
that on their failure to show a lawful right 
so to do that their pretended franchises 
and the use thereof be deciared null and void, 
and for judgment of ouster and their seizure tw 
the State. 
“D. H. MCINTYRE, Attorney-General,” 

After the petition had been read to the court by 
Mr. MacDonald, Judge Barclay announced that 
he would take the matter under advjsement ana 
render his decision on Wednesday 
morning. The case will be prosecuted 
by Mr. MacDonald and Judge Lindley. 

Mr. MacDonald denied, in conversation with a 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter this morning, that the 
proceedings were at the instance of the St. Louis 
Gas Light Company. 

“Tt is not at all clear thatthe St. Louis Gas 
Light Company does not own the Water Gas Com- 
pany. This proceeding was instituted at the in- 
stance of the people living in the neigh- 
borhood of the ater Gas works - 
cause they can get no other relief 
from the nuisance created by the manufacture of 
water gas at the works on Tayon avenue and 
Clark avenue. About a hundred of these citizens 
petitioned the Attorney-General to interfere in 
their behalf, and after reading their petition he 
authorized myself and Judge Lindley to. pre- 
sent the document which I just read to Judge 
Barclay. We are also acting for the people who 
took the first steps in the matter.” 

MR. HENRY M. POST, 
one of the directors of the Water Gas Company, 
was seen at the company’s offices in the Lindell 
Hotel. He statedtothe reporter that he had 
known nothing of the quo warranto proceedings 
until the reporter’s arrival. 

“Vou are the first man to bring me the news,’’ 
said Mr. Post. 

“What will the Water Gas Company do about 
the matter?” 

“T can’t tell you until I Know more about it,” 
said Mr. Post. 

“Ts it true that the Water Gas Company is pre- 
paring to absorb the Laclede Company, and that 
it has offered to purchase all of the stock of the 
St. Louis company ?’’ 

‘Il saw a statement to that effect in one of the 
papers yesterday. Sofaras I Know tne whole 
story is a work of imagination.” 

MR. SOC NEWMAN, : 
superintendent of the st. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany, who was seen at the company’s office on 
Oiive street, bad heard nothing of the quo war- 
ranto proceedings. 

“T am not a director in the company,” said Mr. 
Newman, “but [am permitted to read the record 
of their proceedings and can saythat as taras I 
can judge from that record the St. Louis Company 
is not 4 party to this suit.”’ 

““IsMr. MacDonald the attorney for the St. Louis

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THE CAPRIO 
Beautiful Women and Men Destitute of 
Self-Respect. 
Correspondence of the New York Post. 

The Capriots are nota noble people. To 
be sure, they are very much superior to the 
Neapolitans; but that is saying very little, 
seeing that the Neapolitans are among the 
most degraded and inhuman people that ex- 
ist. And yet the Capriots are free froma 
great many vices; they are neither malig- 
nant, mischievous, nor, in the ordinary 
sense, thievish. You may leave ali your 
doors unioeked by niget and by day without 

rthat any one wi aiehae your sleep or 
carry off your property. The trouble with 
the people is that they have no self-respect, 
no personal dignity, They have been so 
te held in bondage, physical, intellectual 
and moral, by brutal and tyrannical rulers, 
and unclean, superstitious, coarse priests 
that er: have lost all feeling of personal 
responsibility and worth, and when any 
temptation presents itself, have ne pedestal | 
of moral attainment which it costs them an 
effort to step down from. 

They are all beggars, every man, woman 
and child of thew, except those few that 
have either married foreigners or have come 
under their influence. OF political freedom 
the Capriots have never dreamt. They are 
still under the influence of priests and averse 
to the Italian Goverument, which takes its 
revenge by inaking the island a staiion for 
ill-behaved soldiers, Truthfulness is no 
more Considered a virtue in Capri than else- 
where in Italy, and the same may be said of 
chastity, Like ail people who have been 
loug under a paternal and pries ly goveru- 
meut, the Capriots have no notion of public 
spirit or ot any of the bigher results of 
civilization. The whole thought and en- 
deavor of each person is direeted to what he 
considers his own interest, and he has no un- 
derstanding of the character of those who 
do Otherwise, 

An utteriy sordid and selfish life is that of 
the Capriots. And yet there is a great deal 
ol good material in the people. They are 
not bad or naturally vicious. They have 
simply never been educated or subjected to 
élevating influences, Whevever they are 
subjected to these the natural good that lies 
hiduen in their character mauifests itself. 
his is particularly marked in the case of 
those peasant girls who have marri d men of 
position or cuitivated foreigners. Though 
almost completely ignorant, being, for the 
most parbunable either to read or write, 
thev almost uniiormly turn out to be good, 
faithful, frugal, careful and affectionate 
Wives. Perhaps the interesting fact cun- 
nected with the Capri people ts that so many 
of these common peasant girls have won the 
hearts of cuitivated foreiguers. Of course 
the first and great attraction of these girls 
is their beauty, and of this itis alwost im- 
possible to say too -much. Capri 
contains in all only about 4,000 people, and 
yet it probably contains more really beauti- 
ful women than apy place with a hundred 
times the number of inhabitants. The heau- 
ty is due to several causes; first, the mixture 
of Greek and Saracenic blood that flows in 
thelr veins; second, the healthy, active, fru- 
gal lives they leadin aclimate that: hardly 
has a peer; third, the weights they axe in 
the habit of carrying on their heads. The 
firstof these causes gives them beauty of 
form, face and expression; the second gives 
strength aud beautiful, healthy complexion ; 
the tuird gives them a gait that in many 
eases is almost royal. One of the most 
charming sights in the world is to see a bevy 
of Anacapri girls walking home barefooted 
on the top of the parapet of the new ruad 
that leads to the upper village. ‘hey look 
like sO many originals of ‘‘anagra figures, 
waking for Olympus to grace the feasts of 
the immorta! gods. Under theirclean, loose, 
flowing tastetul garments every muscle of 
their strong, lithe budies is seen moving with 
a suppleness and a freedom that remiud one 
of the glorious daughters of Niobe. The 
Anacapri women, on the whole, are hand- 
somer than those of the other village, ai- 
though those too have their share of beauty, 

The marriages betweea Capri women and 
cultivated foreigners are numerous, and 
sometimes very strange. Prince Carracciolo 
(who can hardiv be called a f.reigner) mar- 
ried a barefooted lass, and tives here in an 
obtrusive English-looking house. Lord 
Grantley, son of the Hon. Mrs. Norton, the 
poetess, married another, who lives herein a 
pretty villa below Monte Solaro. Mrs, Nor- 
ton tried to give her a few notions of history 
once by telling ber of the horrid crueities 
exercised by Tiberius in Capri. The gir 
iietened in patience, and then asked if Tibe- 
riusand his disagreeable associaies (tutta 
questa brubia gente) were still alive! Lt 4s 
said the fiery poetess desisted from her 
efforts after that. The number of artists— 
English, American, French, German, Hunga- 
rian, ete.—who have married pretty Capriot 
girls is quite considerable. These marriages 
are generally brought about in rather a queer 
way. The couples generally live together 
without marrying for some years, until they 
have a family, and by that time they are so 
attached to each other that they con- 
clude to bind themselves legally  to- 
gether, and the result, at any rate, seems 
to be eminently satisfactory to al] parties 
concerned, wee) marriages do indeed now 
and then fall through half way, but not 
often, and indeed veiy much more rarely 
than might be expected. This, of course, 
speaks weilfor the Capri women, who un- 
questionably improve very much after they 
have come under the influence of cultivated 
people. How they can be companions for 
such people [cannot conceive; but artists 
seem to require less intelligent cutnmpanion- 
ship than other people of cultivation. When 
a foreigner takes to himself a Capri woman 
he generally takes her whole family along 
with her, except such members as may be 
already independent. He takes a house 
large enough for the whole, generally with 
some land attached. The parents do the 
rough work of the house and land, the wo- 
man attends to her lord and nurses, and her 
brothers and sisters run errands and do little 
things. In this way he is weil taken care of, 
and. indeed. livesin an extremely economi- 
cal way: The wowman’s family fail into his 
ways and serve him in every way. Life be- 
comes 80 easy that he generally concludes to 
marry the Woman, and so ali ends happily.

OMETEPE’S VOLCANO. 


Violent Eruptions on an Island in Lake 
Nicaragua. 
From the Punama Star and Herald. 


During the past three or four months the 
extinct volcano of Ometepe has given signs 
that it was about to burst into activity. 
Smoke, flames, ashes, pumice stone, smal! 
lava flows and ail the accessories which 
mark a complete volcanic outiet have been 
seen. On June 19, for the first time, the 
lava streamed from the new crater and ran 
in the direction of Las Pilas, but until the 
99d it had not reached the main road to Sipa- 
eapa. Onthe night of the 20th the sides of 
the mountain were alive with fire as the lava 

ured down, sweeping with it trees, rocks 
and earth, while the continued bellowings of 
the volcano struck terror into tie hearts of 
all who heard them. On the 83d the whole 
rsiand was continually quakine, many of the 
inhabitants fled, and the authorities com- 
menced preparations for the reinoval of 
every one from the islaud. On the 24th the 
java bed had covered up the road, and the 
two young mea who had gone with others to 
watch the flow had buried under it. 
Tne java continued to pour out in an almost 
poaterrapens stream, but up to the 23th of

transport the people to Granada, Rivas and 
other cities. 

The lava flow on Thursday, the 26th, took 
& new direction, and, pouring down within a 
mile of the town, cut off communication with 
the farms and pastures upon which the 
Islanders depend fora living. Qn the 27tn 
and 28th the eruptions were horrible in their 
intensity, and led to the few remaining peo- 
ple fleeing to the mainiand, Boiling lava and 
mud and ashes and rocks now cover the sides 
of the mountain and the pleasant slopes 
which have beenguitivated for centuries by 
the peculiar af@® ancient race which in- 
habited the island. T e view of the volcano 
when in eruption is said to be one of sur- 
passing grandeur. Clouds of smoke sweep 
upward, through them flash glittering masses 
of burning, half-molten rocks, which shatter 
into a thousand fragments when coming into | 
contact with the cold air, while underneath 
there swells, bubbles and throbs the~ever- 
surging mass of red-hot lava destined to 
carry ruin to the villagers who have hitherto 
lived on the flanks of the voleane. Aithough 
the ground is ina continual tremor, no earth- 
quakes have been exverieuced, and the clouds 
of ashes which constantly rise do not trouble 
visitors to the isiand. Tne strong winds 
sweep them over to Rivaa, where landowners 
are. becoming alarmed at the prospect of 
their crons being damaged.

In the ordinary review fashion there is not 
much to say of Miss Thomas’ book (“George 
Sand’’), which is well written without being 
very remarkable in style, and fairly com- 
plete without being a model of narrative ab- 
stract. The same obstacle which, as it seems 
to us, might weil have delayed the publica- 
tion of Miss Thomas’ book, delays the utter- 
ance of avy final judgment on George Sand’s 
character. But it may be pointed out that 
in Miss Thomas’ valiant and quite honest at- 
tempt to take her author's side in her rela- 
tions with Musset and Chopin a good deal is 
left out of sight. Musset and Chopin were
